The Mawaltian Volcano. 
SAN Faancisoo, February 24. 

The steamer Australia, which ar- 
rived this morning from Honolulu, 
brings the full particulars of the preat 
lava flow. From Mauna Loa, the 
sight 1s described as magnificent be- 
yond description. A column of fire 
was first observed from the summit of 
the crater on the night of January 16; 
the fire died down before midnight, 
but that great voleanuic disturbances 
were going on was evident, as the ces- 
gation of the fire was followed by 
earthquakes which fo lowed in quick 
succession up to the night of the 18th, 
when the fire and lava a,ain burst 
forth from the mountain side, The 
length of the flow is estimated at 20 
miles. This distance, the lava accom- 

lished in two days, spreading as it 

escended towards the sea. From the 
evening of January 20\b the stream of 
lava continued to flow without inter- 
rupticen until the 2b, when a river of 
fire burst forth, following the line of 
lava-flow. When the fire flamed out, 
the heavy earthquakes ceased, al- 
though slight tremors were felt at in- 


tervals thereafter.

A Vetoed Pension Bill Passed 
by the Senate. 


A VOLCANIC ERUPTION 


Senator Frye’s Effective Ap- 
peal for a brave Soldier. 


BISMARCK’S GREAT VICTORY

Congresssonal Proceedings. 
WASHINGTON, February 23. 

Mr. Fyre made an affecting appeal! to 
the Senate to-day to take up and con- 
sider the message from the President 
vetoing the bill that would allow ar- 
rearages of pension to Thomas S. 
Hopkins of the Maine volunteers. 
He described the case as a remarkably 
exceptionable one. There were, he 


said living on a farm in Maine in 1861 
two boys, one 16 years of age, the 
other 20. The elder had just married 
when the war broke out. Fullof tho 
inspiration of patriotism, there was a 
controversy between them as to which 
should eulist. Finally it was decided 
that the younger boy should start 
first. In two months the elder boy en- 
listed also, and was killed. The 
younger went to to the front and re- 
mained there 16 months, Then he was 
stricken with a nervous disease and 
was transferred to the invalid corps, 
in which he remained until the close 
of the war. 

He had no fone strength to work 
on the farm, and he returned to Wash- 
ington, where he was appointed a 
clerk in the Treasury department. He 
was twice promoted and was offered a 
chief clerkship at $2,500 4 year; but in 
the meantime be bad studied law and 
had passed his examination, and de- 
cided to resign bis place in the Treas- 
ury and commence the practice of law 
in which he built up a practice worth 
from $3,000 to $4,000 a year, He was 
a magnificent specimen of a man—s#ix 
feet bigh, handsome in ryon and 
with a well cultivatedmind. Onceina 
while he was striken with his old dis- 


Aearly in 1878,in the streets of Wash- 
ington, he was stricken with it, was 
carried home again, and for nine years 
never had stood on his feet. They 
had been nine years of awful, fearful 
ones. night andday. For two years 
ya could not lift a spoon to his mouth, 
One night, about two months ago, he 
was carried ona reclining chair int» 
hia (Mr, Frye’s) room, and there be 
told nia story, Congress passed a bill 
opening the door for him to apply for 
arrears, and that bill the President ve- 
toed, The President sald that this was 
a dangerous door to open, but during 
the whole two yoars that lt was open 
under tne law,this roan had not power 
to avail himeelf of It, 
The bill was passed over the Presi- 
dent’s veto bya voteof 55to6. The

ABOUT WILD CATS. 


Catamounts Made Fierce by Han- 
ger Attacking Travelers. 


is person who has occasion to 
travel through the counties of north- 
ern Pennsylvania and the adjacent 
counties of New York State, at this 
time, will stop in few villages where 
he will not hear something said 
about the unusual number of wild 
cats or catamounts that are lurking 
in the woods this winter. In this 
immediate vicinity catamounts are 
certainly more common and bold 
than the people of this generation, 
at least, ever knew them to be. For 
a week or more past four wild cats, 
of enormous size, have been prowl- 
ing about the Penwarden and Reifler 
farms, not more than three miles 
from Honesdale. Morris Treadwell, 
who enjoys considerable local noto- 
riety as a trapper, captured two of 
these catamounts. One measured 
five feet in length—a most uncom- 
mon size for this species—and the 
other four feet. he latter was 
killed in a dead-fall trap. The 
former, the trapper had discovered, 
had its lair in a small cave in the 
rocks near Reifler’s slashing or bark 


w . 

Tread well set a heavy steel trap in 
the cave, and on visiting it found 
that the wild cat was fast, but was 
only held by the tips of its toes on 
one forefoot. Treadwell, knowing 
it would be unwise to draw the trap 
and catamount out with the latter 
so ‘slightly held, got another trap, 
set it, and, crawling in the cave, 
pushed it toward the animal, whose 
fierce growls gave warning to him 
not to approach too near. Arsoon as 
the second trap was shoved within 
reach of the wid cat, the latter 
struck at it and hit the pan of the 
trap with the forepaw that was free. 
The traps used for capturing cata- 
mounts are made to spring with the 
quickness of lightning; but s6 agile 
was this animal! that, notwithetand- 
ing the suddenness with which the 
jaws of the trap came together, it 
sprung the trap and withdrew its 
paw safely eight times before the 
leg was caught. With both of its 
legs thus secured, Treadwell drew 
the catamount out by the chain of 
one of the traps; but, hampered as 
the animal was, it gave the trapper 
a long and fierce fight before he 
could overcome it with the weapons 
he had at hand. ' 

A few days ago William Hyman, 
Joel Somers, and George Harris were 
on their way down the Littl Pine 
Creek, in Tolga County, riding 
horseback to English Center. The 
road is through a hemlock wikder- 
ness, and very gmnely. As they 
were passing a spot in the woods 
where the branches of the hemlocks 
almost interlock overhead, all three 
of the horses began to plunge and 
attempt to turn back. Somers’ 
partially around, and 
at the same instant a huge cata- 
mount sprang from a hemlock tree 
and alighted on Somers’ back. It 
sank its claws in his elothing and 
attempted to set its teeth in his 
neck. The plunging of the horse 
and the shouts.of the men ap- 
parently frightened it, for it leaped 
to the ground, but almost immedi- 
ately sprang upon Harris. Harris 
fortunately had, in aside coat pocket, 
a heavy carpenter’s hammer, which 
he was returning to a person from 
whom he had borrowed it at English 
Center. Quickly taking it from his 
pocket he etruck the wild cat a 
powerful blow between the eyes and 
knocked it to the ground. Before it 
could recover from the blow, Harris 
leaped from-his horse and beat the 
catamount’s brains out with the 
hammer. 

One Monday night Christopher 
Hallenbeck was va ge | with his 
wife, on the Hawk’s Nest road, 
which is hewn out of the mountain- 
side 800 feet above the Delaware 
River, in Sullivan County, N. Y. 
The road runs its entire length 
through the woods. Hallenbeck 
was going to Mongaup, and when 
within three miles of the place, he 
was startled by an uneartfily yell 
that came from the woods on the 
mountain-side above him. He knew 
at once that it was the cry of a 
hungry catamount. Hise wife fainted 
away. Hallenbeck put his horse on 
a run, although the road is a danger- 
ous one to Sites. The catamount 
followed the wagon all the way to 
Mongaup, and kept up its frightful 
yelling. It made no attempt to ut- 
tack Hallenbeck, but seemed intent 
on ranning him down. Mrs. Hal- 
lenbeck did not recover conscious- 
ness until some time after she 
reached home. 

These animals have become so 
numerous in that locality that an 
attempt is to be made toexterminate 
them. There is a deserted old stone 

uarry in the neighborhood, and the 

ity is so lonely that it has been 
made a rendezvous for wild cats. 
The quarry is to be baited with the 
carcass of a , pieces of beef,
